- God is live in gospel ‘music aired by radio station

SAN DIEGO — jose as the Good 
~News of Jesus can break barriers between 


people, so can gospel music, a disc jockey. 


for a gospel radio program said. 

There’s a saying that Sunday morning 
is the time when this country is the most 
segregated — when blacks go to their 
churches, whites go to theirs, etc., said 
Nehemiah Brown, co-host of The God is 
Alive Program on XHRM-FM 92.5 


BUT, PEOPLE of different races and 
economic and religious groups are united 
as they listen to the eight hours of gospel 
music. Listeners say they come from 
Oceanside, La Jolla, Tijuana and as far 
away as Oxnard. Blacks, whites, 
Hispanics, Catholics, atheists and 
evangelicals tune into The God is Alive 
Program, he said. 


“It’s the kind of music that is really a 
part of Americana. It’s the only 
indigenous music that really exists here,’’ 
Brown said. 


Brown, who also is general sales 
manager for 92.5, defines gospel as 
“music of the soul directed toward the 
Lord.”’ 


GOSPEL, HE said, encompasses a 
broad range of musical styles, including 
jazz, rhythm and blues and funk, to name 
a few. When gospel became popular in 
the 1920’s, ‘‘It was very much a rhythm 
and blues kind of thing,”’ he said. 


XHRM opens its Sunday show with 
“‘raw’’ gospel — traditional groupings 
and arrangements with a live sound. 
Vanessa White is the disc jockey from 6-9 
a.m. Brown is host from 9 to 2 p.m. He 
plays the more traditional music until 
noon, when he switches to a “‘less live’’ 
sound. 


After noon he plays ‘‘contemporary 
and artists like Debby 
Boone, Donna Summer and Benny 
Hester. Brown’s favorite is Danniebelle 
Hall, who sings hymns and contemporary 


songs. 

The God is Alive Program is the idea of 
Willie L. Morrow, owner of 92.5, Brown 
said. ‘‘He felt like people needed to know 
that God was alive on 92.5.’’ Morrow 
and his wife are ‘‘avid’’ supporters of the 


_program and consider it the most 


important thing on the station, he said. 


Broadcasting the show is the 
“‘highlight’’ of Brown’s week, and he 
feels privileged to work with it, he said. 


His broadcast career began at his 


- parents’ radio station in Charlottesville 


where he sometimes worked as disc jockey 
from 6 a.m. to midnight. He was willing 
to work long hours because, ‘‘I love it. 
It’s not like a job at all.’” Music’s ability 
to ‘‘hit’’ people personally makes hearing 
it more fun than work, he said. 

THE ADDED bonus of broadcasting 
gospel music is that no matter what mood 
a listener is in, there is always 


“‘something Gospel that parallels that,’ 


- Brown said. 


He has performed gospel music as a 
vocalist and choir director. He’s 
performed at a Catholic college, 
Protestant churches and colleges and in 
nightclubs. At the clubs, many listeners 
had never heard gospel music or 
witnessed such “‘unrestricted joy,’’ he 
remembered. ‘The places (bars) were 
jampacked every night.”’ 


When Brown moved to San Diego he 
visited missions, like the San Diego 
Rescue Mission and sang hymns. The 
singer himself was evangelized one time 
as he performed a hymn he had done 
many times. ‘‘Oh what peace we often 
forfeit’? when we do not turn to the Lord 
in prayer, the song said, and the idea 
‘“became real to me,’’ Brown said.

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Catholics and 
Protestants have 
an adventure

MISSION HILLS — Members. of 
three Mission Hills churches recently 
completed the 10th year of an ecumenical 
program called Adventures in Faith. 


The program brought together people 
from St. Vincent de Paul Catholic 
Mission Hills First 
Congregational Church, and Mission 
Hills United Methodist Church. 


THE PURPOSE of the program was 
to bring Christians together to share their 
beliefs, said Paul Naimo, one of this 
year’s organizers from St. Vincent 
Parish. 


We try to find common ground and 
have each denomination discuss its faith 
without offending the others, he said. By 
doing this, we hope to ‘‘break some of the 
prejudices between the faiths,’’ Naimo 
said. 


**“Most of us live in this community and 
this is a good way to get to know your 
neighbors,”’ he said. 


THE TOPICS for this summer’s 
program were Creation, the beginning of 
sin, and prejudice, Naimo said. People 
gathered at one of the three churches on 
July 17, 24 and 31 fora potluck and film. 
Afterwards small group discussions gave 


~ participants the opportunity to talk about 


any issues the movies raised, he said. 


Participants in the summer series come 
to know the three denominations all 
“believe in love,’’ Naimo said. 


Two of the program’s originators, 
Dorothy Schmidt, from the Mission 
Hills First Congregational Church, and 
Betty Morris, from the Mission Hills 
Methodist Church, said they spent five 
years on the planning committee for the 
series. One of the original organizers 
from St. Vincent Parish, Hedy Wengert, 
no longer resides in San Diego, Morris 
said. 


WHILE THEY are no longer on the 
planning board, Schmidt and Morris said 
they attend the sessions. 


“It was Dorothy who came up with the 
idea”’ for the program, Morris said. 


The original plan was patterned after 
the vacation church schools which 
Protestant faiths have, Schmidt said. She 
wanted to have. an _inter- 
generational/interdenominational ex- 
perience. ‘‘Since it was going to be an 
adventure and about faith, I decided to 
call it Adventures in Faith, she said. 


THE ‘‘CLERGY were the prime 
movers’’ in -the series, Morris said. 

Clergymen from the three churches 
have held other ecumenical activities over 
the years, Schmidt said. 


Msgr. Peter Mimnaugh, from St. 
Vincent, Chaplain Vaughn Lyons, from 
the Congregational church, and Russ 
Locke, from the Methodist church, plan 
special joint services on various religious 
holidays.

Briefs 


HUNGER RELIEF — A USS. 
Catholic Conference-backed food stamp 
bill authorizing a $1.6 billion allocation 
for additional payments to low-income 
families was passed by the House Aug. 1. 
The Hunger Relief Act, approved 
364-39, would raise the percentage of 
anticipated food costs provided by the 
federal government by an estimated $1.2 
billion over the next three years. 


ALAMO LOSING SUPPORT — 
The Arkansas foundation headed by 
Tony Alamo which has spread anti- 
Catholic literature throughout the 
country in recent months may be losing 
its support, according to a report in the 
Voice, newspaper of the Archdiocese of 
Miami. ‘‘The word is out that he (Alamo) 
is running scared because he is losing 
members. Many of his businesses have 
closed and for-sale signs are up,’’ said 
Mayor Manford Burris of Alabama. 


FIGHTING MARXISM — 
Nicaraguan Archbishop Miguel Obando 
Bravo has organized a campaign to 
prevent his country from turning 
Marxist, and has received help from the 
chairman of W.R. Grace and Company, 
according to a report of a meeting 
between the archbishop and a company 
officer. The archbishop has a 
development plan for the Managua 
Archdiocese focusing on leadership 
training for local Catholics which 
emphasizes orthodox Catholicism and 
some community development-type 
skills, the report said. 


ARCHBISHOP ARRESTED — 
Archbishop Philippe Nguyen-Kim-Diem 
of Hue, Vietnam, was arrested last June 

y the Vietnamese government because 
of his opposition to a government-formed 
organization for Catholics, the Italian 
Catholic newspaper Avvenire reported 
Aug. 1. The paper said the arrest was part 
of the government’s persecution of the 
Church and added that nearly one-tenth 
of Vietnamese priests are in jail or 
detention centers for government 
opponents, 


BOOK A FRAUD — A book which 
purports to be a biography of Pope John 
Paul, II was being withdrawn from 
circulation by its publisher in late July. 
The book, God’s Broker, by Antoni 
Gronowicz, was to be published by 
Richardson and Snyder. The president of 
the publishing company, Julian Snyder, 
said, ‘‘I’m convinced that it’s a total 
fraud.’’ He first became suspicious of the 
veracity of the book following many 
critical reviews and a letter from Cardinal 
John Krol of Philadelphia, he said. 


FAMINE RELIEF — A food relief 
program to avoid famine in his drought- 
striken western Tanzania diocese has 
been launched by Bishop Castor Sekwa of 
Shinyanga. The diocese would ask 
Catholic Relief Services for help in 
supplying food such as wheat, flour, 
cooking oil and milk powder, the bishop 
said. ‘We have reached a time when the 
first duty is to feed the starving, the 
hungry, the needy,’’ he said during a 
ceremony inaugurating the project. 


MISSIONARIES ABDUCTED — 
An Angolan rebel group kidnapped 14 
Catholic missionaries during an attack in 


June on their mission in the city of Kiola, 


according to Fides, the news agency of the 
Congregation for the Evangelization of 
Peoples. The missing include two priests 
from Portugal and Columbia, eight nuns 
from Mexico, including one who is 84 
years old, three nuns from Spain and one 
from Angola. The attack took place June 
12, according to Fides. 


PHONY FILM — A false, 7-year-old 
rumor that a movie on the alleged sex life 
of Jesus is being produced has sparked a 
new public outcry in northwestern Ohio, 
including criticism of the Diocese of 
Toledo for failing to speak againt the 
bogus film. According to the diocese, 
more than 1,000 people recently 
petitioned Ohio Attorney General 
Anthony Celebrezze asking him to 
prevent the production of the purported 
movie. The petitioners were ‘‘well- 
meaning people with incorrect 
information,’’ a diocese spokesman said. 


CHURCHES BLAMED — President 
Ferdinand Marcos accused some 
churches of meddling in government 
affairs in a July 27 speech, in an apparent 
reference to Catholics who have been 
vocal critics of human rights violations in 
the Philippines. The separation of church 


and state ‘“‘cannot be violated by any 


means, directly or indirectly,’’ he said. 


POPE GETS COPY — Black South 
African villagers facing removal to tribal 
homelands in their government’s 
campaign to adjust white and black areas 
have sent Pope John Paul II a copy of the 
protest they made to South African Prime 
Minister P.W. Botha. In the letter, the 
residents of Kwangema, a rural 
community, told Botha the land had been 
promised them by white leaders as far 
back as the 19th century. ‘‘We live in 


dread. We are landowners who have built 


our lives and history at Kwangema,”’ 
they said. 


REPORT DENIED — Reports that 
Mother Teresa will undergo eye surgery 
in Pittsburgh have been denied by the 
superior of the U.S. branch of her order. 
Officials at Pittsburgh’s St. Francis 
Medical Center had said a week earlier 
that Mother Teresa would have cataract 
surgery there at an undetermined time. 


GIVE UP BOOZE — Poles were 


asked Aug. 1 to give up vodka for a 
month in a campaign to promote sobriety 
in a nation of heavy drinkers by Poland’s 
Catholic Church and the Underground 
Solidarity movement. '

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Missionary and TV priest disagree on evangelization

SAN DIEGO — Are Catholics afraid 
to evangelize? A Catholic television 
personality thinks so, but the local 
director of the Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith (Missions Office) disagrees. 


Father Michael Manning, SVD, who 
hosts a syndicated show called 30 Minutes 
with Michael Manning, gave a talk at this 
year’s Southern California ‘charismatic 
convention in Anaheim called, ‘‘Why Am 
I Afraid to Tell You I Love Jesus?”’ 


““WE’RE NOT really the evangelists 
we should be,’’ Father Manning said. 
There are just a little more than 6,000 
Catholic missionaries from the United 
States, he said. 

“It bothers me I’m part of what seems 
kind of an indifferent organization...I 
want to be part of a fire,’’ he added. 

Some of the reasons he suggested for 
the lack of evangelization, he said, are: 


© Catholics are unsure what they 


believe. 


¢ Deep down acceptance of the 
fundamentalist perspective. Some 
Catholics may have accepted the idea that 
fundamentalists’ basic view of religion is 
“‘the whole picture.”’ 


¢ The herd mentality is hard to 
battle. It is difficult to stand apart from 
the values of the world, and its belief that 
happiness comes from freedom, 
sensuality and materialism. 


e Evangelization belongs to ‘‘the 
pro,’’ some believe. 


e The commitment and 
involvement required causes some to shy 
away. 

@¢ Some are ashamed of the 


Church. 


Father Anthony Chylewski, director of 
the missions office, disagrees that there is 
a reluctance to evangelize. ,

St. Mary’s Joe Swoboda is happy

ESCONDIDO — The intellectual and 
pastoral aspects of the Catholic Church, 
as well as its universality, are the things 
which most impress Joe Swoboda, a 
youth minister for St. Mary Church here. 


Catholic spirit is able to embrace a 


great variety of people, from every race- 


and age, he said. 


‘I HAVE been ‘happy in my 
experiences with Catholic persons,’’ 
Swoboda said. 


He likes the intellectual dimension of 
the Church and finds it both stimulating 
think about the 
meaning of the Gospels. 


The pastoral aspect of the Church is 
also important to him. ‘‘There are many 
great counselors, good spiritual guides, 
who invite one to be comforted and 
challenged,”’ he said. 

WHEN HE was in high school, 
Swoboda experienced this pastoral quality 
firsthand through a priest from his parish, 


_ St. John’s in Encinitas. 


He and several other Catholics were 
attending non-denominational Bible 
study classes. A priest from his parish, 
Father Gustavo Benson, attended one of 
the sessions. 


‘‘He didn’t come across as trying to 
bring us back to the Church,’’ he said. 
He showed concern for us by getting to 
know us. He also demonstrated his 
commitment to Christ through his 
personal faith, Swoboda said. 


IT WAS through his relationship with 
Father Benson that Swoboda began to 
value the Catholic Church. 


Another person who has been a source 
of inspiration for him is a professor whom 
he met while taking a master’s degree 
program in ministry in Seattle. The 
professor, Tom Francour, is an extremely 
peaceful and gentle person, he said. 


“Tf Catholic teachings eat form aman 


fear to evangelize,’’ Father Chylewski 
said. He cited the ‘‘rapid’’ growth of the 
Church in the Third World as evidence 
that evangelization is bearing great fruit. 


THE FAR East and Africa during the 
last 10 to 15 years, he said, have shown 
great interest in the Church. ‘‘This, I 
think, is because of the Church’s 
commitment of personnel’’ there, he said. 


The Church’s involvement in social 
issues, such as health care and the 


economy, impresses people in developing . 


nations, he said. Third World peoples 
think, he said, ‘‘Here’s a Church that is 
interested in us. It’s not a passing thing 
because they have committed...resources 
to us...and they do it in the name of 
Christ.”’ 

The vocations shortage has cut into the 
number of missionary evangelists 
available, he admitted, so the Church 
must rely on native lay catechists to assist 
the effort. 


“EVERYBODY HAS been affected 
by the vocations crisis’ in the 
U.S....Maybe it is true we don’t have the 
number of missionaries we have had.’’ 


However, ‘“The Church is doing its 
utmost to evangelize in the Third 
World,”’ he said. 


He is ‘‘encouraged’’ by the increasing 
number of young people interested in 
missionary work. This summer he 
interviewed 20 young adults interested in 
such work. 


FATHER CHYLEWSKIL thinks 
Father Manning’s assessment of Catholic 
evangelism is too severe. ‘‘I’d be hesitant 
to use the word afraid.’’

reluctance...then that would be evident in 
our approach to evangelization in this 
country,’’ he said. A_ reluctance to 
evangelize is more evident here than 
abroad, he said. 


Most lay missionaries from the United 


like this, I can’t think of anything better 
for me,’’ he said. 


ONE OF the things the professor used 
to say is ‘‘man is merely a million years 
old,’’ he said. ‘‘We can be forgiving of 
ourselves and open to learning’’ because 
we hope in God, the youth minister said.

‘“‘participating in the story and event of 
Christ’s sacrifice of himself,’’ he said. 
The Eucharist ‘‘keeps me going whenever 
I feel overcome by the challenge of 
ministry.”’ 

Swoboda feels youth ministry 
challenges him ‘‘to listen and respond to 
God’s spirit. 

‘““WHEN I think about it I get this 
image...I’m walking through a jungle. I 
can get from one point to another but 
there’s a lot of mystery surrounding me,”’ 
he said. Humans have immense needs 
and there is no more worthy guide to help 


you make it through than the Spirit, he 


said. 


States don’t see evangelization as their 
primary goal, he added. They plan to 
share their skills, such as nursing or 
teaching, and see the religious aspect as 
secondary. 


MANY OF them work eight to 10 
hours a day in their field. During their 
free time, many “‘are more than willing to 
take on the role of catechizing.’’ If they 
fulfill an evangelistic role during the work 
day, then “‘It is by their example,’’ 
Father Chylewski said. ~ 


Their work “‘reflects a value system 
which people eventually associate with 
Christianity and so indirectly they are 
evangelizing by their personal 


commitments and their willingness to . 


give of themselves. ”’ 


He agrees with Father Manning that, 
‘““The lay person has not been convinced 
of his role to evangelize.’’ Often the laity 
consider evangelization the work of 
priests and nuns, he added. 


‘I SEE a greater involvement today 
because of the fact we do not have enough 
priests and Sisters’’ to catechize. 


For an example of the dedication 
lacking in U.S. Catholics, Father 
Manning mentioned Marxists in 
Nicaragua. About 2,000 Marxists from 
Cuba went to Nicaragua, faced the ‘‘very 
difficult’? conditions there, and spread the 
word about their political beliefs. 


“If there are 2,000 Marxists, why 
aren’t there 3,000 Catholics?’’ in 
Nicaragua, Father Manning asked at the 
convention. 


FATHER CHYLEWSKI responded: 
“I would agree with him in saying we 
would be hard put to find that kind of 
dedication and determination on the part 
of young people who saw as their only role 
evangelization. 


“T think that he’s talking about a 
political philosophy and on that level I 
would cite the contribution of Peace 


to be Catholic 


Youth ministry can be frustrating at 
times, he said, but he finds it helpful to 
share his frustrations. He said there is a 
great support system from both 
administrators and parishioners of St. 
Mary Church. 


About 30 young people attend the 
weekly youth meetings at the parish, he 
said. Swoboda has been the youth 
minister here since last September. 


PRIOR TO coming here, he was a 
youth minister in Orange County for four 
years. He left there because he felt ‘‘burnt 
out,’’ he said. He found he could listen to 
the youth who came to him for counsel 


but he was unable to respond to them, 
Swoboda said. 


After taking about a month off, he 
applied simultaneously for a job as a 
religion teacher at University of San 
Diego High School and as the youth 
minister for St. Mary’s. 


He thought the teaching position would 
offer him a more controlled environment 


in which to spread the faith than would — 


the youth ministry job. 


THE PASTOR at St. Mary’s, Father 
Frederick Florek, was a major influence 
on his decision to accept the youth 
minister position. Father Florek is a 
good person to work with as well as being 
very supportive, he said. 


Swoboda said that he became involved 
in youth ministry primarily because of 
experiences he had in high school. He 
recalled the importance that his youth 
group had for him and he decided that he 
wanted to minister to young people. 


In his youth group meetings, he strives 
to blend social gatherings with religious 
experiences, he said. The group has gone 
to the beach and_ celebrated outdoor 
liturgies. Role-playing experiences, skits 
and discussions on various topics have 


also been held, he said.

Corps volunteers who have gone into 
these countries...willing to put up with 
the same conditions, to tolerate the same 
trials, in order to represent the ideals of a 
Christian democracy.”’ 


Christian missionaries are active in 
Nicaragua, he said. ‘‘I think you have to 
remember, too, that the atmosphere, the 
climate in Nicaragua following the fall of 
Somoza, was one that made the 
Communists feel welcome and one that 
was very critical of the Church.’’ 


Police clarify 
bingo regulations

SAN DIEGO — Nearly 40 bingo 
volunteers turned out for a meeting Aug. 
1 at Blessed Sacrament Parish Hall where 
rules for the game were clarified by 
representatives from the San Diego Police 
Department, the city attorneys office, and 
the licensing department for the city. 


The meeting was called after vice- 
squad undercover officers visited a 
number of bingo operations around the 

. city and discovered what they said were 
violations of the regulations governing the 
game. : 


REPRESENTATIVES FRO 13 
parishes, 3 Jewish organizations, a VFW 
and an American Legion were present to 
clear up any questions they had 
concerning their bingo games. 


Bob Miles, a bingo volunteer worker at 
Blessed Sacrament, organized the 
meeting “‘to get a mutual understanding 
between the bingo operators and the city 
of San Diego as to the operation of 
bingo.”’ 

There are a number of new people in 
charge of bingo and they misunderstand 
how the games should be run, Miles said. 
During this meeting the rules will be 
restated and everyone will have heard the 
same message, he said. 


JIM TODD, manager of bingo for 
Blessed Sacrament Parish, said there were 
different interpretations about what was 
told to his and other bingo groups by the 
police department. Managers were trying 
to do their duty and operate within the 
law, he said. 


A sergeant from SDPD’s vice squad, 
Tom Giaquito, said undercover officers 
had discovered what they said were 
violations of the municipal/penal code 
when they looked in on bingo games 
around the city.

Southeast: Rainbow or ghetto? 


A while ago, when I was still associate pastor at St. Rita 
Church, I was invited to a dinner party at the home of a friend 
near the beach. One guest, from a neighborhood renowned for 
its affluence, asked me where I was stationed. I responded ‘‘At 
St. Rita’s in Southeast’’. ‘‘Oh my,’’ the dinner guest said, 
‘‘what did you ever do to get sent there?”? 


The remark left me nonplused and not a liide angry. Upon 
further reflection, the remark also made me sad. So few people in 
San Diego know very much about Southeast, except that it is a 
high crime area and also that it’s the place where ‘‘they’’ live. 
People from Kensington or University City or just about any 
other place seem to think that Southeast is one area which has no 
positive attributes whatsoever. Not so. 


I would like to. go on record as saying that I moved from 
Southeast several months ago, and I miss being there very much. 
True, there is crime and danger there, but no place is exempt 
from such perils these days. It should also be noted that people in 
Southeast hate and fear crime as much as people do anywhere. 


I miss the warmth and friendliness of the people in Southeast. 
When walking down the street, everybody says ‘Hi, how ya 
doin?”’ even if they never saw you before. When driving, people 
toot their horn and wave if they know you. Not to greet someone 
is looked upon as being very cold, indeed. 


I miss all the colors. Not only the dark or golden browns of the 


faces, but also the brighter colors of the clothes and the bright 


beads the children have braided in their shiny black hair. 


People in Southeast laugh a little more readily, and with more 
gusto. They ‘‘show more teeth,”’ as the saying goes. To see 
people ‘‘sitting out”’ in the evening, laughing and talking and 
‘just havin’ a good ol’ time”’ is as common as children playing 


“double Dutch’’. 


Southeast is one place where God is alive. I venture a guess 
that there are more churches there than in any other section. You 
can drive around on a Sunday and see hundreds of people 
streaming into large and well-kept houses of worship. People 
there dress for church; no t-shirts or shorts, unless you’re from 
some other part of town. You can hear the beautiful singing of 
choirs from early in the morning until sunset, because when we 
go to church we stay awhile. 


I miss the food. The eating in Southeast is g-r-e-a-t. Parish pot 
lucks and parties at St. Rita’s always brought forth tables laden 
with chicken, tortillas, pancit, empanadas, barbecue, greens and 
of course, lumpia. There is music everywhere, too; from the 
apartments and houses, from the passing cars, and from the ever- 
present ‘‘ghetto-blaster’’ radio being carried along by a walking- 
dancing youngster. 


Southeast is really a misnomer, just as naming a section of San 
Diego ‘‘Northeast’’ would be. Southeast is Emerald Hills and 
Valencia Park, Encanto and Skyline, Sherman and Logan 
Heights. Southeast is Mexicans and whites, Filipinos and blacks, 
Guamanians and Samoans. Long before we heard about a 
Rainbow Coalition, Southeast had its rainbow high in the sky. A 
recent feature article in the Tribune took a look at the Valencia 
Park neighborhood, and gave some welcome praise to San 
Diego’s most ignored area.. 


Someone is sure to say ‘‘Southeast is the ghetto.’’ That may be 
true, but a ghetto is not created by the people who live in it. 
Ghettos are created by the society at large, which wants certain 
people kept out of the mainstream. So it was in the first ghettos, 
which were neighborhoods to which Jews were restricted by 
Christians. In America, ghettos are mapped out by racism and 
lack of opportunity. We should not blame those who live in the 
ghetto for causing it. They are the victims, not the perpetrators. 


Money from Southeast goes into cash registers all over town. 
There is not one bank in all of St. Rita’s parish, which covers 
most of the area. Crime buffs should be able to testify that very 
few bank robbers are black, so I guess the banks stay away 
because Southeast is poor. There is no supermarket or shopping 
center, either. To buy or bank, you must leave the 
neighborhood. To work, you must leave Southeast, too.

WASHINGTON (NC) -- The choice 
of Rep. Geraldine Ferraro of New York, 
a Catholic, as the Democratic vice 
presidential candidate, and the 
emergence of religion as a campaign issue 
in a perhaps more intense way than 
anytime since 1960, means the Catholic 
press will have even more reason than 
usual to cover the 1984 campaign. 


It also raises the old question that crops 
up with every election, whether it is for 
town council or the presidency: How far 
can the religious press and other 
publications of non-profit organizations 
go in dealing with electoral issues without 
risking loss of tax exempt status with the 
Internal Revenue Service? 


According to federal law, non-profit 
tax-exempt organizations are prohibited 
from working either for, or against 
particular candidates. As a service, non- 
profit publications can provide candidate 
surveys or voting records as long as they 
deal with a variety of issues and avoid any 
editorializing or other demonstrations of 
apparent biases. 


The Catholic Press Association, in 
1980 guidelines it still considers 
applicable, also advised religious papers 
to consider accepting political 


advertisements from all candidates, 


regardless of their positions on certain 
issues such as abortion, in order to avoid 
any appearance of favoritism. 


The federal government’s stand raises 
a First Amendment question applying not 


so much to the issue of freedom of religion ~ 


but to the issue of freedom of the press. 
Editors can — and some have — 


interpreted the IRS position to be a form 


_of censorship, interference and prior 
restraint against their right to editorialize 
as they see fit. 


In fact in 1980 one Catholic journalist, » 


Oblate Father Brian Wallace, who then 
edited the San Antonio diocesan paper, 
Today’s Catholic, pointedly said ‘‘nuts”’ 
to the IRS in an editorial and suggested 
that Ronald Reagan was the only 
candidate who had a clearly anti-abortion 
position. 


This year, in the guidelines it issues 
periodically on the issue, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference legal department 
advised Catholic papers to ‘‘avoid 
statements that indirectly support or 
oppose a particular candidate; e.g., 
labeling a candidate as pro-abortion or 
using plus or minus signs to evaluate 
candidates.”’ 


Meanwhile, several Catholic papers 
already have addressed the 1984 
campaign in editorials, particularly the 
questions of Ms. Ferraro’s position on 
abortion and the future make-up of the 
Supreme Court. 


‘One cannot fault Ms. Ferraro’s 
position as a liberal or a feminist. But one 
can shudder at her voting record and 
position in the area of abortion politics,’’ 
said an editorial in the July 20 issue of 
The Anchor, newspaper of the Diocese of 
Fall River, Mass. ‘‘It is a horrendous 
contradiction for a Catholic elected 
official to declare that he or she is 
personally opposed to abortion but 
approves of it for the public welfare.’’ 

The West Nebraska Register, 
newspaper of the Diocese of Grand 
Island, described Ms. Ferraro and other 
liberal Democrats as ‘‘pro-abortion.’’ 

‘‘Notice we say, ‘pro-abortion,’’’ 
wrote Father Bernard Berger, editor.

Responsible Parenthood 


Following upon our previous reflections on the moral 
implications of married love, I wish to stress the importance of 
responsible parenthood. The conciliar document ‘‘Gaudium et 
Spes’’ (Joy and Hope) and the encyclical ‘‘Humanae Vitae” (Of 
Human Life) serve as the basis of my remarks on this subject. 


The council document reminds us that when it is a question of 
harmonizing married love with the responsible transmission of 
life, it is not enough to take into account one’s own good 
intention and motivations. Objective criteria must be used, 
criteria drawn from the nature of the human person and human 
action, ‘criteria which respect the total meaning of self-giving and 
human procreation in the context of true love. All this is possible 
only if the virtue of married chastity is seriously practiced. As 
such, members of the church cannot use methods of birth control 
which are disapproved of by the church’s teaching authority. 


Responsible parenthood, according to the Second Vatican 
Council and the encyclical ‘‘Humanae Vitae,”’ calls for a careful 
reflection on the physical, psychological, economic and social 
conditioris whereby the good of the individual, the good of the 
children already born or yet to come, as well as the good of the 
family, of society and of the church, are properly taken into 


account. However, married people are called to realize that in ~ 


their consideration of all these factors they must arrive at a 
judgment before God. In their behavior they must be ruled by 
conscience, that is, they must make their decisions in the light of 
the teaching authority of the church, which is the authentic 
interpreter of divine law. For the divine law throws light on the 
meaning of married love, protects it and leads it to truly human 
fulfillment. 


In this way,, the married couple remains faithful to the 


‘fundamental principle of the inseparable connection between the 


unitive and procreative. meanings of the marriage act, a 
connection which conforms to the intimate structure of conjugal 
love as willed by God in his plan for the human race.

For fear of the Jews 


One of my favorite scriptural quips is the comment made by a 
Lutheran pastor after reading the account of the Lord’s post- 
resurrection appearance to the disciples in the upper room. The 


disciples had locked the doors of the place where they were ‘‘for 


fear of the Jews,’’ the Gospel records (John 20:19). ‘‘Who does 
the evangelist suppose Jesus and his disciples were,’’ my 
Lutheran colleague asks, ‘‘Puerto Ricans?” 


John’s Gospel reflects the fact that in the first century a certain 
animosity developed between Christians and the Jewish 
synagogue. Through the centuries since that time, the animosity 
has been felt with various degrees of intensity and has found 
expression in a variety of ways. 


The Second Vatican Council’s Declaration on _ the 
Relationship of the church to Non-Christian Religions (Nostra 
Aetate) called for an end to the animosity between Christians and’ 
Jews. Encouraged by the improvement in Christian-Jewish 
relations which have resulted from modern biblical and 
theological studies, as well dialogues between Christians and 
Jews, the post-Vatican II Church actively promotes mutual 
understanding and respect between Christianity and Judaism. 


Nostra Aetate makes the Church’s teaching very clear. Neither 
all Jews indiscriminately at that time, nor Jews today, can be 
charged with the crimes committed during Jesus’ passion. Jesus 
underwent suffering and death becaue of the sins of all, so that all 
might attain salvation. 


Unfortunately, the Church’s official teaching is not always 
reflected in the production of passion plays. The world famous 
Oberammergau Passion Play, for example, which ran a special 
season this summer to mark its 350th anniversary, is viewed by 
some members of the Jewish community as a serious obstacle to 
building better Christian-Jewish relations. A rabbi with whom I 
recenty spoke claims that ‘‘despite outside efforts to have changes 
introduced, the play is still unmistakably anti-Semitic.”’ 


Some Catholics confess that the passion play has contributed to 
anti-Jewish sentiment. Perhaps that is why Monsignor George 
Higgins suggests that travelers to Oberammergau include a drive 
north to the suburbs of Munich and a little town named Dachau.

their rejection and recognize that they are caught up in 
their own destructive cycle and offer our understanding 
and love. Alas, there is no way to force them to accept it 
or respond favorably. 

IN A CHRISTIAN community there is only one 


answer in the face of such obvious unhappiness. We can 
accept that our unwilling friends turn away into isolation 


because they are miserable and afraid and are miserable - 


and afraid precisely because they feel isolated and 
unwanted, We cannot afford to shrug such hurting people 
away. We need to try and keep on trying to show 
acceptance and friendship in the hope that persistent 
loving endeavor will wear away the stoniest surface. 


Recently our parish curmudgeon died.- He was alone 
when he died — as he had always claimed he would be. 
He needed no one, he said. But he had not been able to 
escape the love and concern of the people in his parish. He 
had, quite literally, been pursued by their love. He 
complained and caused problems to the day of his death, 
but at his funeral most of the parish came to pay him 


. respect and speak of him with loving humor. 


Whether he knew how greatly he was loved, I cannot 
say. Whether he suspected our gentle acceptance of his 
unremitting belligerence, who can tell. But he must have 
enjoyed the many called greetings across the parking lot at 
Sunday Mass. He must have been aware of the kindness 


and acceptance in the faces of those who made a point of 
reaching out to him and seeking his company. 


HE MUST HAVE been touched by the unexpected 
visits of so many of his fellow parishioners when he was 
hospitalized and taken heart from their evaluation of him 
as a good, kind-hearted man beneath the crusty front. 
And perhaps, when he allowed his defenses to sag a little, 
perhaps he thanked God for the gift of friends. 


Perhaps, too, the parish can thank God that it was able 
to love where love seemed so unlikely and sneak a little joy 
to an unhappy, tired old man. We have one major 
function in life and that is to be prepared to love where it 
does not seem possible and to continue loving through 
rejection and even abuse. Somehow love always meets 
rejection sooner or later, because — in very subtle ways, 
rejection lurks in each of us. 


Jesus died to point that out to us. In the end He was 
rejected — not only by His enemies — but by many He 
loved deeply and who had called themselves friends. Yet 
He had to go the limit in love of men becaue He passed 
any limits in love of God. It is in the little things of life 
that we prove our faithfulness to Him. In the persistent 
offering of love and forgiveness, day after day, year after 
year, rebuff after rebuff. 

NO REASON is good enough to excuse turning away 
from each other. We cannot reject each other without 
rejecting Christ.

Here’s another case of a successful American ° 
playwright born, raised and educated as a Catholic, who 
leaves the Church somewhere at the beginning of his 
adulthood but who continues to be haunted by what he 
has become. 


First there was Christopher Durang, the author of 
“‘Sister Mary Ignatius Explains It All,’’ a vicious attack 
on Catholic schools, especially grade school religion 
teaching. He was a product of the Philadelphia Catholic 
school system, who still has it in for the Church. 


NOW COMES David Rabe, following a successful 
trilogy of plays about Vietnam, author of the current 
“‘Hurlyburly.’’ He comes from Dubuque, Iowa, where 
he’attended a Catholic high school and college, and even 
thought of becoming a priest. As he says, somewhere in 


. those early 20’s, ‘‘I wrestled within my Catholicism for a 


long time and it took a long time to escape.’’ He admits it 

was a passionate thing for him but it was also terrifying. 

Rabe remembers individual nuns and priests who were 

helpful, but he says, ‘‘The religion was cold.’’ He adds, it 
ce 


was “‘repressive, stern, judgmental.’’ 


The final break came when he attended classes in ethics 


conducted by a priest who made the statement that he - 


could justify every religious stand ‘‘on the basis of 
reason.’’ When Rabe got the priest to admit he was 
wrong on some things, that was the beginning of the end 
for the student’s Catholicism. 


IN THE 60’s we were still on the tail end of the 
emphasis on the intellectuality of the Catholic religion. 


the monument to Father Luis Jayme, slain by the 
Indians, were to be included in the over-all scheme of 
restoration. They deemed it entirely. fitting that San 
Diego, the oldest town. in California, should lead in 
restoring its mission, the earliest founded and one of the 
most interesting architecturally, of all the 21 missions. 


UNDER THE direction of Architect Arthur B. Benton 


of Los Angeles, who was secretary and consulting 
_ architect of the Landmarks Club, assisted. by Architect 
Robert Halley, Jr. of San Diego, trenches were run- 
exposing ancient foundations and pavements. Sketches 


were prepared, and they estimated that $50,000. would 
rebuild. the church. The south gable and the tower 
foundation with their supporting buttresses were well- 
preserved. There was an abundance of adobe from the 
fallen walls to rebuild much more extensively- than 
planned.. The Commission believed that it would be too 
difficult to raise funds not only from California but the 
entire country. In a letter dated February 3, 1914, it was 
noted that the Landmarks Club, organized in 1896, had 
strengthened and underpinned the Mission walls as early 
as. 1899. 


A reasonable faith 


We had Chesterton and Maritain and those English 
Catholic converts who assured us indeed that everything 
in the Church was based on sound reason and could be 
demonstrated to the good-hearted pagan. ,So the 
‘‘reasonableness’’ of the faith was a standard claim. 
There were no uncertainties, or if there were, they were 


swept under the rug. You could get caught up by the 
knowledge that there were Catholic giants in the 


intellectual field and if doubts or uncertainties did appear, . 


these sober-minded experts could be called upon to. get 
our mind at ease. 


Claims such as these are not so much made now; 
maybe it’s a good thing. It’s a harder faith. to live by 
because the ambiguities of the world and events can be 
read in many ways. 


FOR THE BELIEVER, it’s not the intellect nor 
“‘reasonableness,”’ it’s that act of faith that now has to be 
called upon, a faith to be cultivated carefully to discern 
what is of value and to put aside what is transitory. 


In an interview, Rabe said for him high school age was 
a process of testing a certain type of control of your 
feelings — ‘‘the feelings that you think of as weak.’’ Did 
this judgment stem from treating religion as an 
intellectual exercise? Were Rabe and others of his 
generation taught about the turmoil of making religion 
live in the struggle called faith? 

Critics say that’s the consistent theme in Rabe’s plays 
‘*the loss of a moral center in life.’’ But in private talk, the 
interviewer sees that Rabe shows ‘“‘the self-control one 


Things were at a standstill until James A. Crenshaw of 
the San Diego Union newspaper wrote in 1928 to Mr. J. 
Wiseman MacDonald, lawyer for the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, and asked about the following: the legal status of 
the Mission property; the attitude of the church with 
regard to preserving the Mission as an historic landmark; 
the attitude of the church toward the possible transferring 
of the title to the State of California for purposes of 
restoration.

Is Rabe typical of so many who went through that 
crucible of growing up in the 60’s and 70’s, the sudden 
pulling out of the rug from under the supposedly solid 
foundation one had built underneath a life, only to find 
there is nothing to support you? 


Who’s to blame, if anybody, for the Catholic culture of 
those days which said, ‘‘Here’s all'the answers’’; this is all 
you'll need to live by”’ and then forgot itself and yanked 
out some of the things it had given as certainties: the 
Latin Mass, fish on -Fridays, the permanence of 
vocational commitments, the veneration of saints? Were 
we so anxious from 1965 on to show that we were a new 


Church that we forgot to provide therapy and moral 


bandages for those suddenly thrust into this new demand 
on faith? 


MAYBE WAUGH’S characters in ‘‘Brideshead 
Revisited’’ were prophetic. Will those like Rabe who stil 
have some ingraining of Catholic practice but have 
abandoned it, like Lord Marchmain, still. make a shaky 
sign of the cross at the end? Will they, like Charles Ryder, 
remember that moment of God’s grace which saved the 
old apostate, and return to discover not an intellectual 
explanation of faith, but the folly and mystery of the 
cross? Who knows?

Stronger Catholic Lutheran ties seen 


BUDAPEST, Hungary (NC) — Catholic-Lutheran 
cooperation must grow, a top Vatican official told a 
general assembly of the Lutheran World Federation. 


Cardinal Johannes Willebrands, president of the 
Vatican’s Secretariat for Christian Unity, said the Holy 
See and the LWF are ‘‘determined to initiate’’ a new 
phase in their. 20-year-old dialogue. 


IT IS becoming ‘‘even more urgent’ for the Catholic 
Church and the churches of the Lutheran faith to turn the 
agreements of their theologians on doctrinal matters into 
concrete results, the cardinal said July 26. 

The theological dialogues ‘‘cannot be regarded as 
isolated knots’’ but must bear fruit in ‘‘programs of joint 
action,’’ he said. 

He predicted a ‘‘general intensification’’ of Vatican- 
LWF cooperation ‘‘on a global level.’’ 


HE ALSO urged a wider sharing in the Catholic and 
Lutheran communities of the results achieved by national 
dialogue groups, especially those in the United States ana 
West Germany. 


Defending the emphasis of ecumenical dialogues on 
trying to overcome doctrinal divisions, Cardinal

Children are also carried away from the neighborhood by 


big yellow buses, to schools all over the city. The 
subconscious message is that to do just about anything, 
San Diego demands that you leave Southeast. All this 
despite the fact that San Diego would receive no federal 
matching funds if it were not for Southeast. Matching 
funds or block grants are given on the basis of ‘‘need’’, 
translated as poverty and unemployment and ‘‘ethnic 
mix.’’ And these funds which are indirectly provided by 
the ghetto are used for downtown high-rise projects and 
waterfront beautification. No, I don’t think that we can 
blame ghetto dwellers for the ghetto. 


Something very important is happening in Southeast. 
People are trying to get along and accept one another. 
Southeast is the place where Filipino children march in 
the Martin Luther King Parade. In such an atmosphere, 
the city of God can be built, even though it is not easy. 
But if divergent peoples cannot live together in peace and 
joy, then the Christian message isn’t worth much. 


My new ministry at the Southern Cross is challenging 
and exciting, and I like it a lot. But I would be less than 
honest if I didn’t say that there is a special place in my 
heart for St. Rita’s and for Southeast. I miss you!

_ The Brown Bag Program is a state sponsored activity to 
provide nutritious free food to poor elderly in California.

Ceremonies. Bishop John Joseph Mitty of Salt Lake 
delivered the sermon. Other dignitaries present were 
Bishop Thomas K. Gorman of Reno, Bishop Daniel J. 
Gercke of Tucson, Bishop Robert Armstrong of 
Sacramento, and Father Novatus Benzing, OFM, of San 
Francisco, the Provincial Head of the Franciscans. 


THE MASS WAS scheduled for 11:00 A.M. with an 
alter erected in the open, and benches from the Balboa 
Park Pavillion were moved to the Mission. The Chamber 
of Commerce: was in charge of the civil ceremonies and 
fiesta celebration for both Saturday afternoon and 
evening. The Native Sons of the Golden West and the 
Restoration Committee were in charge of Sunday 
afternoon, and a special train was put into operation to 
bring Los Angeles residents to San Diego for the historical 
event. 


Restoration monies continued to come in. The Hearst 
Foundation in a letter of December 9, 1946, delivered to 
the bishops of Los. Angeles, San Francisco, San Diego and 
Monterey-Fresno the sum of $500,000 for the purpose of 
further restoration of all the California Missions. The 
sum was divided in half with $250,000 going to the 
northern dioceses and the same amount going to Los 
Angeles and San Diego. 


Plans were made to provide further restoration funds in 
the 60’s and 70’s. The San Diego Women’s Club juniors 
held a party in 1967 on the Mission grounds with the 
proceeds to be used for sprucing up the building for its 


- 200th anniversary, and opening a room for the artifacts 
excavated at the Mission. 


THE PRESENT pastor of the Mission, Monsignor I. 
Brent Eagen, was instrumental in completing the full 
restoration of the Mission as it stands today. It continues 


. to greet countless numbers of visiters from many parts of 


the globe. It stands as a crowning glory to the undauntless 
courage and faith of Father Junipero Serra, ‘‘the man 


who never turned back,’’ who started it all 215 years ago.

Church-economy documents

NEW YORK (NC) — Protestant and 


Jewish leaders urged the U.S. bishops to 
be clear, specific and hard-hitting in their 


_proposed pastoral letter on the U/S. 


economy July 27. 


In an unprecedented interfaith 
consultation on the pastoral, bishops on 
the drafting committee heard Jewish and 
Protestant leaders suggest issues and 
concerns that the pastoral should address 
and ways to give it greater impact. 


COMMITTEE ADVISERS said they 
believed the day-long hearing at the New 
York archdiocesan center marked the first 
time that a committee of bishops drafting 
a pastoral letter had made such a special, 
conscious effort to draw interfaith 
testimony into their consultation process. 


Current ideological conflicts over 
government welfare programs and 
government regulation of the economy 
gave the basic framework for most of the 
testimony. The witnesses, both Protestant 


- and Jewish, were unanimous in asserting 


that their respective religious traditions 


called for a direct government role, both 


in economic regulation and in social 


- programs to care for the needy. 
In the morning session, organized by 


the Synagogue Council of America, 
representatives of major Jewish 
organizations emphasized that in the 
Talmudic tradition both individuals and 
governments have a duty to care for the 
needs of the poor. 


‘JEWISH LAW resorts to coercive 
measures when personal charity does not 
meet the needs of the public good,”’ said 
Rabbi Walter Wurzburger, chairman on 
interreligious affairs of the Synagogue 
Council of America. “‘The free market 
«system cannot be relied upon exclusively 
to insure the well-being of all human 


- beings.”’ eee i 
“Jewish tradition is profoundly © 


conservative with regard to individual 
behavior,’’ said Rabbi David Saperstein. 
With regard to political behavior, 
however, that tradition is ‘‘profoundly 
liberal,’” he said. 


Rabbi Saperstein, who is co-director 
and counsel of the Social Action Center of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, said that on the 
individual level Judaism insists that 
people behave responsibly and adhere to 
certain ethical norms, but on the political 


level it insists on government programs to 


assure that the needy in society are cared 
‘for. 

HE SAID that even in the simpler days 
of earlier societies, the Talmud insisted 
that at least four social funds — for food, 
burial, clothing, and other special needs 


in the community — be established by _ 


law and administered under government 
regulation. 


The American Jewish Committee’s 
national interreligious affairs director, 
Rabbi James A. Rudin, suggested that 
failures in U.S. government anti-poverty 
programs in the past 20 years were due in 
large part to a failure of the American 
religious communities to be involved 
adequately in their development and 
implementation. : 


“To be passive is to permit other 
groups and individuals, some without a 
strong moral and ethical foundation, to 
set the norms of debate and even to 
establish economic policy and 
legislation,’’ he said. 


THE NATIONAL Council of 
Churches, organizer of the afternoon 
session of the consultation, gave the 
bishops a three-part program in which 
leaders from member churches, NCC 
staff executives, and representatives of 
NCC-related organizations testified. 


The Rev. Fred Allen of the United 
Methodist Church’s General Board of 
Church and Society told the group that 
the world is facing a ‘‘deepening moral 
crisis’? in which ‘‘the needs of the poor 


_ specific, 


are ignored while people live in fear of 
annihilation’’ because of the arms race. 


From a Christian perspective, Mr. 
Allen said, Scripture insists that wealth is 
only an instrument for the good of man 
which ‘‘must be used in the first place to 
meet fundamental needs’’ of human life 
and dignity for all. 


OTHER Protestant witnesses focused 
on specific issues, urging the bishops to 
incorporate into their pastoral letter 
ethical guidelines for a wide range of 
socio-economic issues. 


Among these they included concern 
over farmworkers, land redistribution, 
unemployment in wide sectors of society, 
especially among industrial workers and 
minority women and youth, the spiritual 
crisis that accompanies unemployment, 
and corporate responsibility and the 
impact of transnational corporations and 
U.S. economic and trade policies on the 
Third World. 


Several of the Jewish and Protestant 
witnesses also described the process by 
which their own religious bodies or 
agencies develop policy statements on 
public issues and then implement them 
through such things as congressional 
testimony and programs of education or 
assistance within their own national and 
local structures. 


. A NUMBER of witnesses pointedly 
lauded the U.S. bishops for their past 
leadership and impact on socio-political 
issues, especially with their 1983 pastoral 
letter on war and peace. Some spoke 
good-naturedly of their. ‘‘envy’’ over the 
moral authority the Catholic bishops 
enjoy in American society today as a 
result of that statement. 


They expressed strong hopes that the 
proposed pastoral letter on Catholic social 


‘teaching and the U.S. economy would be 


as forceful as the war and peace pastoral, 


both in setting out the moral principles” 


and in applying those principles with very 
concrete judgments on the 
controversial economic issues facing the 
United States today. 


Bishops urged to hit hard 


with economic pastoral

(NC) — The differences between 
Catholic church leaders and economic 
conservatives over morality in the U.S. 
economy began to take clearer shape with 
a series of hearings at the end of July. 


On July 26 in Washington a long list of 
speakers attacked government planning 
of the economy, saying the most effective 
way to achieve greater wealth for all is the 
natural operation of free market forces. 


THE FOLLOWING day the scene 
was New York. The speakers were wary 
of unbridled economic competition and 
wanted government to take responsibility 
for millions which the capitalist system 
leaves by the wayside. Some also posed 
sharp questions about the effects of 
U.S.-style free enterprise on the Third 
World. 


On July 30 it was New York again, but 
the speakers this time were deploring 
most forms of international economic 
regulation and in some cases arguing for 
the export of capitalism as the best hope 
for the Third World. 


THE WITNESSES at the July 26 and 
July 30 hearings were addressing 
members of the Lay Commission on 
Catholic Teaching and the USS. 
Economy. The July 27 hearing was 
convened by the committee of Catholic 
bishops working on the same topic. 


Both the lay commission and the 
bishops’ committee are drafting long 
letters to provoke American Catholic 
thinking about the moral issues that must 
be faced in making complex economic 
decisions. 


The lay letter in final form and the 
bishops’ pastoral letter in first draft are 
both scheduled for release in early 
November after the national elections and 
before the bishops’ annual fall meeting. 
The final version of the bishops’ letter will 
not be available until November 1985, 
after two more rounds of debate and 
redrafting. 


IN THE meantime, however, past 
stands by the U.S. bishops on economic

issues — such past positions are always a 
major resource that the bishops use in 
developing new statements — and the 
character and focus of the recent hearings 
by their committee and by the lay 
commission, give some good guides for 
what kind of results Catholics may expect 
from the two groups. 


From the lay commission’s first three 
hearings — the first, on poverty and 
welfare, was held in New York July 11 — 
dominant themes that have emerged 
include: 


— Government ought to leave welfare 
mainly to private philanthropy. Its anti- 
poverty programs are inefficient and 
often serve to entrench dependency, 
creating a permanent class of poor and 
degrading the dignity of the very people 
they are intended to help. 


— FREE ENTERPRISE is the key to 
meeting human needs, because those 
needs can be met only by constantly 
producing more wealth, not by 
redistributing existing wealth. 


— Government interference in the 
forces of the marketplace distorts the 
relation between production of new 
wealth and profits. This introduces 
inefficiency and slows the creation of new 
wealth, mortgaging future development 
for a present benefit. 


A Catholic banking executive from 
Chicago, Robert Genetski, summarized 
the philosophical thrust of most testimony 
received by the lay commission when he 
said at its July 26 hearing that free 
enterprise is “‘the only system that is truly 
consistent with our religious beliefs.’’ 


BY CONTRAST, the most recent 
economic statement by the U.S. bishops 
— a November 1982 resolution on the 
economic crisis — declared that ‘‘justice 
demands that the government maintain 
its proper role in guaranteeing that basic 
human needs are met in our society.... 
Our Catholic tradition has consistently 
held that all persons, made in the image 
and likeness of God and endowed with a 
fundamental human dignity, have a right 
to such basic necessities as employment, 
adequate income, food, housing, medical 
care and education. 


“‘The protection of these basic human 
rights and the promotion of the common 
good are positive and legitimate functions 
of government. To weaken or abandon 
this important role of government would 
be a serious mistake.”’ 


QUESTIONS AND answers 
presumed that the government has a 
proper and rather extensive role to play in 
regulating economic activity and 
guaranteeing that human needs are met, 
and the real questions concerned how it 
should play that role, not whether it 
should. 


Theologian Michael Novak, vice 
chairman of the lay commission and its 
presumed chief theoretician, has been 
arguing recently that Catholic social 
teaching has dwelt too much on failures or 
difficulties within the system of free 
enterprise which he calls ‘‘democratic 
capitalism.’ 

The tradition of Catholic social 
thought, Novak wrote in the June issue of 
Thought, a Fordham University 
intellectual quarterly, ‘‘does not yet teach 
or promote the ethos on which a free 
economy is based: saving, investment, 
entrepeneurship, invention, and the 
virtues of commercial and industrial life. 
Its own traditional predispositions are 
agrarian.”’ 


THE RECORD of the U.S. bishops on 
Catholic social teaching has been one of 
endorsing that teaching and seeking to 
expand on its implications and 
applications for American society, and so 
far there has been nothing to indicate that 
the committee drafting a letter on the 
economy will go in a different direction..-

quiere decir que si tal promesa es hecha a 
los ‘‘pobres,’’ es porque en ellos, debido a 
nuestra culpa, frecuentemente esta 
promesa divina no se cumple y Dios 
quiere que se cumpla. 


Tal seria el caso de los hispanos de esta 
region, victimas de la explotacién y la 
discriminacién. A estos desdichados, a 
ejemplo de Maria, que vino precisamente 
a compadecerse .de todas nuestras 
miserias, nosotros debemos de ayudar’ a 
tomar conciencia de la injusticia de qué 
son objeto y exigir el respeto que se les 
debe como personas humanas.

NEW YORK (NC) — The historical 
background. and the recent controversy 
over the Oberammergau Passion Play, 
now observing its 350th anniversary, are 
examined in Oberammergau: Its People 
and Their Passion, airing Sunday, Aug. 
12, 10:30-11 p.m. on PBS. 

When their village was saved from 
devastation Ly the Black Plague in 1634, 
the thankful citizens of Oberammergau 
vowed that every 10 years they would 
perform a play depicting the passion and 
death of Christ. It is a pledge that their 
descendants have honored faithfully 
decade by decade, a living link to the 
medieval Age of Faith. 

INVOLVING THE energies of almost 
the entire village, this pious tradition has 
become an international tourist attraction 
and the major commercial asset of this 
tiny community in the Bavarian Alps of 
West Germany. 


Visitors come, however, even in those 
years when the Passion Play is not 
presented. The town is famous for its 
woodcarvings of religious. subjects as well 
as for the charm: of its picturesque 
mountain setting. 


Jim Sampson, an American journalist 
who has worked in West Germany since 
1972, talks with a number of townspeople 
about their roles in the play and what the 
play means in the life of the village. Their 
motives seem a mixture of religion, 
cultural pride and economic self-interest. 
Without exception, however, they all 


regard the play as essential in giving the 
village its special identity. 

THE CONTROVERSY what 
some have said is the play's anti-Semitism 
is treated gingerly.

The play’s script) came under 
increasing criticism for- its anti-Semitism

A series of 28 textual changes for the 
1984 production was proposed to 
eliminate what some considered 
remaining elements of anti-Semitism in 
the play. But the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B'rith in 1983 said only 
five of the 28 changes were adopted. The 
group said the play is still anti-Semitic. 

WHAT IS clear trom the documentary 
is that some of the villagers resent the idea 
of adapting their traditional play in the 
interest of fostering reconciliation 
between Christians and Jews. 


The centerpiece of the program is the 
showing of several scenes from the 
current production, the first ever allowed 
to be shown on television. It is a 
production obviously worth seeing as 
theater if nothing else.

Horse’s life detailed on new film

NEW YORK (NC) — The timing 
could hardly have been better for the 
arrival of the latest Australian movie Phar 
Lap (Fox), though a few weeks earlier 
would have been perfect. For it’s the story 

_ of a great race horse who dies at the peak 
of his career, recalling the recent death of 
the unfortunate Swale, winner of this 
year’s Kentucky Derby. 


Phar Lap is a true story. Though only a 
horse, he became a national hero in 
Australia during the Depression. When 
he died in California — the victim, it 
seems, of vengeful gamblers who couldn’t 
get his owner to go along with them — 
the whole country went into mourning. 


HIS NAME means ‘‘Lightning’’ in 
the Maori language. It was first given to 
him derisively because of his apparent 
lack of speed after he came to Australia 
from New Zealand, a_ scrawny, 
undernourished colt who had nothing to 
recommend him but good blood lines. He 
seemed unwilling to run even after he 
filled out and grew into a horse of unusual 
size and power. 


His American owner, Dave Davis 
(Ron Liebman), kept him only at the 
insistence of his chief trainer (Martin 
Vaughan) who had urged him to buy 
Phar Lap in the first place. A sour man, 
set in his ways, the trainer insisted that 
Phar Lap would be a great race horse and 
risked his own money by buying half 
interest in the animal. 
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The trainer believed in harsh methods 
but Phar Lap, it seemed, did not and he 
failed to respond. What finally brought 
out his latent greatness was the kinder 
methods of Tommy Woodcock (Tom 
Burlinson, the handsome young star of 
the popular The Man from Snowy River), 
a mere’ stable boy whom the reluctant 
trainer finally put in charge of Phar Lap. 


THE REST, as they say, is history. 


All this is depicted in a pleasant, if not 
especially dramatic, manner by director 
Simon Wincer and writer David 
Williamson, who wrote the similarly 
entertaining but less than taut Gallipoli 
and The Year of Living Dangerously. 


The horse, a huge, magnificent 
creature, upstages the human actors at 
every turn as well he might since, besides 
his looks, he has something definite to do. 


IN THESE days in which there is such 
a dearth of good entertainment suitable 
for the whole family, ‘‘Phar Lap’’ is most 
welcome. (One, after all, should not look 
a gift horse in the mouth.) The movie 
recalls the Hollywood of a happier, more 
innocent era. 


I recommend it highly as good, clean 
entertainment, if I may be permitted to 
use so antiquated a phrase in these 
sophisticated times. The U.S. Catholic 
Conference has classified it A-I 
general _ patronage and _ has 
recommended it.
